GUILD HIS REAL TARGET? 


Former Soldier Thought to Have 
Been Seeking Revenge on 
Governor for Fancied 
Wrongs. 


\ 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 5.—[{Special.}]—While 
standing in the anteroom of the executive 
chamber of the statehouse today, three 
prominent labor leaders of the state were 
shot and seriously injured by an armed in- 
sane man. 

The men—Edward Cohen of Lynn, presi- 
dent of the state federation of labor; Dennis 
D. ‘Driscoll of Boston, secretary of the same 
board; and Arthur M. Huddell of Boston, 
a former president of the Central Labor 
union of this city—were awaiting a confer- 
ence with Gov. Guild when the insane man, 
John A. Steele of Everett, entered. 

Steele first approached the door leading 
to the .executive chamber, but finding it 
locked turned upon the labor men, firing 
three shots, probably fatally wounding 
Cohen and seriously injuring Driscoll. He 
then attacked Huddell and was beating him 
with his revolver when overcome. 


Had Asked Governor’s Aid. 

Steele, who recently was released from the 
Danvers. asylum as cured, had repeatedly 
written to Gov. Guild, District Attorney John 
B. Moran, and other officials alleging that 
his commitment to the asylum was illegal 
and making complaint regarding his treat- 
ment in that institution. 

It is thought that, having received no al 
ewer to these letters, he intended to take 
revenge upon me governor for his fancied 
wrongs. 

Gov. Guild was in his office when the shoot- 
ing occurred and was one of the first tf ar- 
rive, assisting in subduing Steele and in di- 
recting the removal of the wounded men to 
the hospital. 

Cohen was shot twice through the head and 

Was in a critical condition at the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital tonight/ The third 
bullet struck Driscoll a glancing blow on the 
side of the forehead, and, making a long 
wound over the head, rendered him uncon- | 
acious. He recovered consciousness halt an 
hour later, Huddell was less seriously hurt.

Fires Both Barrels of Gun at Her,

Nethaway appeared in the car door armed 


opposite end of the coach to “ prepare to 
die!“ and then fired both barrels at her with 
fatal precision. 

Says Good-By to Passengers. 

He next addressed the frightened passen- 
gers, mostly men, many of whom had 
scrambled under the seats or tried to enn 
through the windows. 

**Good-by, boys, he said. “I am sorry 
that I had to do this, but I will do the same 
thing for myself.” 

Leaving the car, Nethaway went to a local 
grain office. drawing a fevolver to keep the 
gathering crowd at a safe distance. In the 
office he kept the grain dealer, Clarence Sal- 
ter, and a companion under cover while he 
stepped to @ telephone to call up his mother. 
Over the telephone he told her of the double 
tragedy he was carrying out, gave her a few 
instructions, and begged kind treatment for 
his little daughter, who is in a convent at 
West Point, Ned. 

„My only regret,” said Nethaway turning 
to the grain man, is that I did not kill 
Senator Allen referring to former United 
States Senator William V. Allen of Madison, 
his wife's attorney in the divorce case, 

Would Muss Up Office. 

Nethaway then removed his hat, coat, and 
vest, preparatory to committing suicide. 
Salter objected to his shooting himself in the 
office, saying that if he must kill himself, ha 
ought to do it somewhere else. 

“I'm a gemtlenfan and I'll shoot le 
wherever you say,” was the reply. An ad- 
jacent elevator was suggested, and Neth- 
away hastened thither. 

He placed himself on the floor, pillowed 
his head on an old sack, and sent a bulpet 
through his brain. He died instantly,

Nethaway for a score of years has been 
prominent in shooting tournaments in this

~ “The most reassuring fact with regard to 
the existing relations,” he said, “is that 
the Japanese government has communicated 
nothing to me, this going to show that the 
situation is from assuming any charac-.

dur custom, I would have been notified. 

“ What has happened in the United States 
is merely an episode in the immigration 
labor question, and is not unlike what has 
occurred in the case of the Italians. It is 
an economic competition arising from the 
‘fact that lower wages are accepted by the 
Japanese, as they are by the Ttalians. What 
I am sure of is that both Washington and 
Tokio are animated by a most sincere and 
earnest desire to maintain the good rela- 
tions between the two countries, united as 
they art by so many ties, especially in the 
commercial field. 


False Ideas of Japan. 
„ have noticed that both in America and 
Europe people not well acquainted with 
Japan seem to dread our progress, exagger- 
ating the meaning and consequences of our 
recent victories. Traveling in northern Italy, 
I have discovered the same apprehension as 
exists in America with regard to our com- 
mercial and manufacturing power, which is 
most absurd. When Japan was undeveloped 
‘we only exported to the United States, 
without importing; now the balance of trade 
is, equal and undoubtedly will stand in favor 
of America, if our country grows more pros- 


ern The truth, which is admitted by all fair 
4 enlightened people, is that the United 
tates and Japan, for thelr own interest and 
for the interest of humanity and civilization, 
| are bound to walk hand in hand.”

The treaty is divided into four parts. The 
first deals with nomic situation in the | 
Congo and sets forth that the rights of for- 
eign companies there established, including 
several American, must be recognized by 
Belgium, 
The second portion deals with the inter- 
national relations and standing.of the Congo 
Independent state. In the third part the 
finances of the Congo are taken up, its as- 
sets being set down as $24,000,000 and its 
liabilities as $28,000,000. According to the 
report, the last two financial statements 
showed slight surpluses, and the statement 
for 1807, it was believed, would be favorable 
also. 
The fourth section considers the various 
undertakings launched by King Leopold in 
the Congo, the chief of which is his exploita- 
tion of the crown domain. 


Leopold Agrees to Cession. 
Late tonight the first part of the annexa- 
tion treaty was made public. This consisted 
of the text of the treaty of cession proper, 
which was signed by the plenipotentiaries of 
Belgium and the Congo Independent ‘State 
on Nov. 28 last. It contains four articles. 
The first is an agreement on the part of King 
Leopold to cede the sovereignty of all the 
territories of the Cgngo Independent State to 
Belgium, which agreed to accept them, to- 
gether with all the rights and obligations 
connected therewith. 

The second article states that the cession 
includes all the property, movable and im- 
movable belonging to the Congo Independent 
State, the enumeration of which follows. 

The third article states that Belgium as- 
sumed all the Habilities and financial en- 
gagements of the Congo. 


Takes Practical Effect Jan. 1. 
The fourth provides that the date for the 
assumption of sovereignty by Belgium shall 
de fixed by royal decree, Belgium, however, 
being answerable for the financial adminis- 
tration of the Congo Independent State from 
Jan. 1. 
The remainder of the treaty will be pub- 
lished shortly.

The crisis has been far more important 
and significant than appears on the surface. 
It is the first time in the history ‘of the em- 
‘pire that a chancellor has appealed to the 
majority in the reichstag for support ag a 
condition of his continuance in office, Con- 

uently the action taken by Prince von 
low yesterday introduces a revolutionary 
change into German governmental methods. 
His appeal means nothing less than the re- 
sponsibility of the ministry to the reichstag, 


Shut Off Socialist Oratory. 
Upon the opening of the session, with the 
‘business of the day, the budget debate, — 
floor leaders of the bloc parties bri 
declared their readiness to continue to s 
port the coalition régime of Prince von 
Bülow. The clericals and the socialists 
greeted these declarations with derisive 
laughter and hooting. The house then de- 
generated into a scene of the greatest con- 
fusion. The president rang his bell repeat- 
edly in an effort-to restore order. It was 
evident that the coalition leaders had united 
to prevent any discussion of the crisis by 
the centrists and socialists. 


Bebel Utters Protest. 

Herr Bebel, the socialist leader, com- 
plained that the Berliner Tageblatt had 
been able to print this morning the names of 
the speakers at today's session, as well as 
the order of the speeches. He asserted that 
an accidental majority was assuming the 
right to arrange behind closed doors who 
should speak. When Herr Bebel had fin- 
ished, the leaders of the bloc moved the 
closure, which was carried amid the great- 
est confusion. Paul Singer, socialist, speak- 
ing to a point of order, declared that the 
rights of the minority had been overridden, 
but that the country would understand 
what had been done. 


Minister Refused Hearing. 

The housé then took up the third reading 
of the modus vivendi with Great Britain. 
Dr. Bethmann-Holleeg, minister of the in- 
terior, attempted to speak, but could not be 
heard, The minister soon discontinued. his 
efforts. Others tried to speak, but it was 
impossible to get a hearing. Hefr Singer 
announced ostentatiously and to the great 
amusement of the house that the socialists 
would support the government’s bill. After 
twenty minutes of noise and confusion the 
session was adjourned until tomorrow.

The verdict was returned after the jury 
had been out more than seven and one-half 
hours, and after thirty-nine ballots had been 
taken. The jury red at 12:45 o'clock. 

On the first ballot\seven of the jurors voted 
for the death verdict, which was asked for 
by Assistant State's Attorney Short. On the 
second ballot the vote stood six for han 
and six for life imprisonment. Until 6 o’ clock 
the votes remained the same. Tie discussion 
during the afternoon was hot and at times 
the voices of the jurymen could be heard in 
the courtroom. 

After dinner the men in. favor of hanging 
began to weaken, and on successive ballots 
the vote for death dropped until only two 
held out for that penalty. 

At 9:20 o'clock it became unanimous for 
life imprisonment. 


Prisoner Shows His Relief. 


The long delay had affected the nerve of 
Van Tassell, and when he was taken in to 
hear the result, for the first time during the 
‘trial he was plainly nervous. When the ver- 
dict of life imprisonment was read he ap- 
peared relieved. 

Later, when he had shgatues his nerve, he 
expressed the opinion that the verdict was 
unjust and pefsisted in his declaration of in- 


nocence. 

“There wasn’t one of the state's wit- 
nesses,” he said, that dared to look me in 
the eyes while they testified. “ Everyone of 
them perjured themselves. 

Mildred Baumeister, the Michigan City girl 
who testified that Van Tassel) was with her 
the night the policeman was killed, remained 
until the verdict was read. She was not per- 
mitted to see Van Tassell. Mrs. Endicott, his 
mother, was not in court. | 

The court receivéd a motion of the defend- 
ant's attorneys for a new trial. 


Murder After a Robbery. 

Policeman Fitspatriek was killed at the 
Madison avenue station of the South Side 
Elevated railway at 1 a. m. on Nov. 19, 1906. 
The police had been notified that a safe had 
been blown at Hammond, Ind., and had been 
warnéd to be on the lookout for the two men. 

Fitzpatrick wae sent to the elevated sta- 
tion, where connections are made with the 
cars from Indiana towns. He saw Charies 
Hanson and Van Tassel on the platform 
and went up to them to talk with them. One 
of the men reached for a weapon and Fits- 
patrick tried to get his own weapon from 
his pocket. His heavy uniform coat ham- 
péered him and before he had unbuttoned two 
buttons Hanson shot him twice. 

Policeman Murphy, whe accompanied Fits- 
patrick, was backed downstairs by Van Taa- 
sell, who tater fired more shots into the 
prostrate body of Fitzpatrick. 

Hanson later was captured and tried and 
sentenced to life imprisonment in Joliet. 

Van Tassell escaped and was arrested last 
September in California. While in the coun- 
ty jail he made two unsuccessful efforts to 
escape.

NO SIGNS OF TIGHT MONEY.

On 
Wednesday we handled about 24,000 pieces of 
registered mail. The night force alone han- 
died. 16,000. Except during Christmas rushes 
we average about 10,000 a day. By Dec. 11 
I expect we will be handling 37,000, by the 
.15th 40,000, and before the holidays are over 
the figures will reach 50,000.’ 


More Clerks Will Be Needed. 


Six hundred clerks are working in the reg- 
istry division, 800 in the main office, and 300 
in the substations. Later in the season, Mr. 
Smith says. 50 or 100 more will be required, 
They will be “ borrowed” from the other 
mailing divisions and temporary clerks will 
fill the vacancies thus caused. 

While the financial stringency does, not 
seem to have affected the sending of Christ- 
mas presents, it has shown its effect else- 
where, according to Peter Newton, secretary 
of the board of exuminere of the United 
States civil service commission. 

„Up to two or three weeks ago,“ said Mr. 
Newton, \‘ we had had a continuous famine 
in postal -clerks and carriers. We couldn't 
get applicants enough to take examinations 
and fill vacancies. Now, however, since 
some industries have been closed down or 
have discharged employés, we are swamped 
with applicants.” 

This week an annual examination for clerks 
and carriers has been held and 800 applicants 
took the tests. Two hundred of them were 
women seeking places as clerks.

The organization shall consist of two close- 
ly connected yet distinct bodies—vis: a na- 
tional counell of _commerce and an advisory 
committee, each to elect its own officers and 
establish its own rules of procedure. The 
national council] shall hold meetings to act 
on reports of the advisory committee, act on 
measures proposed by délegates from the 
various arganigations, and formulate sugges- 
tions to promote commerce. 

Work of Advisory Committee. 

The advisory committee shall consist of 
from nine to fifteen members, selective by 
the council, officers dt the department to 
participate but to have no vote. The com- 
mittee is to solicit reports and communica- 
tions from organigations. as to commercial 
needs; receive informatien from the depart- 
ment of business interests, confer with the 
department officials, furnish the department 
data as to different industries whenever com- 
mercial treaties are considered; suggest spe- 
cial Investigations abroad by department 
agents; act as an intermediary. between the 
department and commercial’and trade bodies 
in arranging representation... of American 
products at international e tions: confer 
with other departments for the promotion of 
trace interests; and confer with the depart- 
mient regarding legislation approved by the 
national eeuncil. 

Secretary of State Root described the idea 
of the new organization and told of the need 
this nation has of more business education 


+ in order to compete with the highly trained 


specialists ef Europe. This, he said, was 
shown in our consular appointment system,

It was figured out yesterday the new tele- 
phone ordinance would net the company 
$20,948 a year extra from the druggists 
alone. ‘That means the company will get 
that much more and the druggists that much 
less. ft will not make any difference to 


the general public, except as the individual | 


may be interested in the welfare of his drug- 
gist. 

How much more the ordinance will give 
the company in profit which formerly went 
to hotels, restaurants, saloons, and other 
resorts where public telephones are main- 
tained the statisticians have not determined. 


It Is not an unfair guess, however, to place 


it at $20,000, 
Druggist e Receipts. 


The arrangement under which these public 
telephones were operated was that the drug- 
gist or other proprietor guaranteed the com- 
pany six outgoing calls a day at the regular 
5 cent rate. After this 30 cents was in the 
coin box all nickels were divided at the rate 
ot 8 cents to the company and 2 to the drug- 
gist. If a drug store phone had twenty-five 
pafrons a day, computed as being a fair aver - 
age, the company got 75 cents of it and the 
drugsist 50 cents.

As a.matter of fact the patronage of drug } 
store Phones averaged much more than this. 
But putting the amount at 63.80 a week, the 
company. has rebated to 1,214 druggists, an 
average of $4,249 a week or $20,048 a year.
